Council w’as advised of a g a m ­ 
ing financial stringency by George 
Martin, borough treasurer, at the 
October meeting, Thursday night. 
With most of the taxes turned 
in by Collector William Ogden, Mr. 
Martin said, the balance in the 
borough’s general fund, approxi­ 
mately $1,900, is scarcely enough 
to {lay bills presented at the Thurs­ 
day evening session. 
The balance 
in the special fund, used for the 
retirement of bonds and the pay­ 
ment of interest charges, is $143.79, 
the treasurer said. 
Not all bills presented at the 
session were 
approved 
by the 
finance committee, some being held 
over until next month in the hope 
that by that time the financial 
situation will improve. 
This ia a 
very remote possibility, Mr. Mar­ 
tin said, but if council is able to 
weather 
the 
present financial 
storm until the beginning of next 
year, it will be able to borrow on 
next year’s tax duplicate. 
\ 
Limit Of Borrowing 
Council has reached the limit of 
its borrowing 
capacity 
for this 
year, it was explained, so that the 
only sources of revenue 
for the 
remaihder of this year are tax col­ 
lections and moneys taken in by 
Burgess Heiges from permits, li­ 
censes and fines. 
The borough, it 
was said by Mr. Martin, had paid 
off $6,000 worth of sewer and 
street bonds this 
year, a heavy 
drain on the special fund. It was 
pointed out by President

that if the special fund is 
being strapped by withdrawals for 
bonds and interest, the 
tax 
rate 
for that purpose will have to be 
boosted next year. 
For the first time
